The applicant is reminded that the "national phase" must be entered before each of the designated offices '^J* ° n nd 
the cover sheet of this Notification by paying national fees and furnishing translations, as ""^^Jg^l™^, 
the applicable national laws. In addition, the applicant may also have to comply wrth other ^^"^^^'^^1 
in certain Offices. It is the applicant's responsibility to ensure the necessary steps to enter the national phase are taken in a 
timely fashion.
